Ford Exhibition‘at the California Pacific International Exposition, 


Henry Ford will make a personal 
visit to the West Coast this summer 
to see the California Pacific Interna- 
tional Exposition, which opens May 
29th, at San Diego. Fdsel B. Ford, 
President of the Ford Motor Com- 
pany, will also visit the exposition 
some time during the summer, but 
whether-or not circumstances will per- 
mit father and son to make the trip 
at the same time cannot now be deter- 
mined.

Robert R. Williams, With the Aid of Pigeons and 
Rice, Has Succeeded in Producing Vitamin B 


In Pure State - 


VARY so often a retiring type 
of man wins acclaim. This is 
the case with Robert R. Wil- 
liams, a research chemist of 
Roselle, N. J. Mr. Williams, to 
the great astonishment. of the 
sctentific world, has been able to 
isolate Vitamin B in sufficient 
quantities to make definite re- 
search of the element possible. 
He has succeeded in getting a 
sixth of an ounce out of a ton of 
white rice. To the layman this

pigeons and plenty of rice. pu 
both in his garage, and the panic 
was on. He found that a diet of 
vitamin B made the pigeons un- 
usually sleek and lusty. The 
pigeans flew all over the neigh- 
borhood, fearing no man and do- 
ing mueh as they pleased. 

This went on for some time 
until Mr. Williams’ wife and 
daughter objected. They thouch? 
a garage should house a car, not 
pigeons. This brought about an 
important change in his hfe, for 
soon afterward he moyed to New 
York and became a research as- 
sociate at ‘Teachers College. of 
Columbia University. He had a 
laboratory full of pigeons ani 
rats @o that he could watch them 
prosper on vitamin B. Later he 
was aided by the Carnegie Foun- 
dation. 

Seven years ago vitamin B was 
isolated by the Dutch scientists. 
Jeansen and Doanth. but they 
were not able to get enough of it 
to make a working base for the 
research. Mr. Williams, after his 
many years of work, has now 
achieved his purpose. and the 
gojentific world opplauds him as 
a jeading Agure in chemistry.
